[Field of the Invention] The present invention relates to a decorative sheet to be 
used on the surface of such as a door. 

[0014] Furthermore, in the case where the joint pattern is formed such that color 
density gradually changes in the width direction, the visual joint concavity may even 
become more real. The realities may even be enhanced by adding a tone sequence in 
the matte ink layer according to the color density of the joint pattern. 
[0018] (Omission) The joint pattern part 4B has a gradual change of color density in 
the width direction so as to enhance the effect of the tone sequence of a visual concavity 
IB representing a joint. In addition, with the design of a door shown in Fig. 1, the 
reverse sequence is set in tone from the visual concavity IB disposed on either side of 
the door such that the tone becomes weak on the side of the center of the door and 
strong on the side of the edge. (Omission) 

[0029] (Omission) The aforementioned embodiment is the case of decorative sheets to 
be used for a door. In addition, however, the present invention can also be applied to 
decorative sheets to be used for other purposes. 
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
